CHICAGO, November 7.—Last night

Statesmen 
were watching the results of today's 
voting with unusual interest. In a few 
states national political questions come 
largely into play. In Ohio, for instance, 
McKinley, the apostle of protection, was 
pitted against Heal, who wrote the free 
trade plank of the platform on which 
Cleveland was elected to the Presidency. 


Populists in the south and west arc 


building great hopes on the results of 
the silver fight. A very heavy vote was 
polled here, anarchists bitterly opposing 
Judge Joseph Gary, who presided at tho 
trial of tlio Haymarket rioters. Gov- 
ernor Altgeld took a personal hand in 
the effort to defeat Gary. 
The Democrats have undoubtedly 


tarried the city by a. majority that the 
Republican vote in the county cannot 
overcome. The indications at 8 o'clock 
arc that Gary, the Republican candidate 
for superior judge, on whom Governor 
Altgeld made a light, is beaten, although 
he ran far aheadof tho ticket. 


One-eighth of the city precincts give a 


Democratic majority of J079. Gary is 
steadily gaining. 


IOWA.

Captain Dow, 
who is in command of the Costa Rica, is 
the same captain who harbored liarrun- 
dia, who was killed on his ship several 
years ago by Guatemalan authorities. 
It has been established that a political 
refugee who is a passenger, as Barilla 
was, cannot be taken from the ship 
winch he is on. The chance presence of 
the United States minister on the vessel 
in this instance is not considered to 
make any difference in the diplomatic 
aspects of the case. 


Nothing could be learned of what reply 


has been sent to Minister Baker or what 
steps it is proposed to take in the mat- 
ter. The United States steamer Alli- 
ance sailed yesterday from San Jose to 
Acajutla to Salvador.

to tlic Contrary. 


Yustcrday afternoon William Curlott 


(lied his written acceptance of tho addi- 
tions to the court house from Htnilio 
Brothers, tho contractors, as completed 
according to plans and specifications as 
modified by alterations agreed upon. 


At tho Hame time A. 0. Swarlz, the 


suimrintendent employed by tho hoard 
of supervisors, tiled his written state- 
ment in effect Ihc same, and further 
stated that tlio contractors had jicr- 
fon i itid tho miller taking with reasonable 
caro and more than usual faithfulness, 
and recommended that the board ac- 
cept the same as completed in accord- 
ance with the contract. 


Itoburt Simlie of Sinilie Brothers filed 


an itemized account of the balance 
churned as unpaid on tho contract after 
deducting credits to the county by rea- 
son of alterations, etc., and debits for 
additional work agreed upon, making 
the Biuno to bu |24,203. 


This raised the i]iieation suggested in 
the notico heretofore announced and 
tiled by the district attorney to the 
effect that the contract is, and ever has 
been, null and void. 


As tho matter was expected to come 


up at that time, several niemhers of the 
grand jury and others were present. 
District 'Attorney Church addressed tho 
hoard, advising them not to accept the 
work while the validity of tho contract 
was in question, 


Mr. Smilio, by himself and his attor- 


ney, R II. Short, presented the views of 
the contractors. They bad done the 
work, and tlio alterations had been 
made by contracts drawn by the dis- 
trict attorney, and if the contract was 
ot doubtful character they should have 
been notified at the beginning, and not 
after the work had been completed.

TIIK elections of yesterday show that 


when misfortunes abound and dangers 
threaten, the people instinctively turn

TllBrulo of Tammany Hall in the em- 


pire state of Xew York is a national dis- 
grace. Harper's Weekly, a paper which 
is conservative in its comments on all 
questions, has this to say in rairard lo 
tbc deplorable condition oi politics in 
that commonwealth: 


Very few ol the pcop'.e of this state 


realize that their condition is one of po- 
litical thralldom. And yet they arc so 
much under the yoke of the machine 
that its powers will never be broken 
without a general revolt amounting to a 
political revolution. 
One of its most 


distinguished victims recently said thai 
tbc machine was so strongly intrenchec 
that it could elect a "yellow dog" to an\ 
ofiice. There ia a large grain of truth in 
this suggestion, and it would be abso- 
lutely true if the qualilication should be 
added, if the virtuous people of the state 
did not rise up against it with practical 


The machine has intrenched itself in 


the laws oi the state. Its creatures nt 
Albany, in obedience to the order of the 
bosses, have amended the statutes to 
pive the latter command of the prima- 
ries and of the count in three of the larg- 
est and most important cities in the 
state. Most of this work was done in 
1892, at a time when the ant:-snappers 
were threatening the supremacy of the 
machine in the Democratic party. The 
leaders were afraid that theorcauization 
would be wrested from them by the 
Democratic voters, a majority of whom 
they knew were opposed 
to 
them. 


Therefore the primary law was changed. 
Under the then existing statute a pri- 
mary election was presided over by in- 
spectors chosen by the votes oi the 
party at a previous primary. Tlio in- 
spectors, us a rule, were machine men, 
but the anti-snanper movement was 
making inroads m their ranks, and 
therefore the office was abolished by the 
legislature. In place of the inspectors 
the new law provides that there shall 
be a chairman of the primary, whose se- 
lection is controlled by the chairman of 
the town committee, who is the head of 
the local brunch of the state machine, 
who in turn is governed by Edward 
Murphy Jr. 
Under certain circum- 


stances this chairman must appoint 
tellers, liut the opposition to the mil- 
chine has no chance of bUueebH in a pri- 
mary duly orgauiwid under the law of 
IK92. So long as the machinery works 
it is bound lo produce machine-made 
am'lidales. 
The machine did not rcstcontentwith 


fixing i's power over the party organi- 
sation 
It underUMik lo [ruarti against 


defeat at the polls bv (living tolls own 
iiroplo the; control of inspectors of elec- 
tion. It had been the law in New ^ork 
city that (our inspectors of election, two 
from each of tlie lending parlies, should 
receive and count the vot^a in each elec- 
tion ihstri.-t. In order lo avert the 
danger .of pOBfcible fairness lurking In 
thin «V»1« of things, tho —•<•'""<> '«• 


lico commissioners must appoint, one 
Republican and two Tammany inspect- 
ors. No Democratic faction can bo 
recognized 
except that 
polling the 


largest vote. ComequciiMy 'lumniany 
is safe from any assault by Democrats. 
H controls the nominating machinery 
ami it counts the votes. The Kepubh- 
rius who arc chosen us inspectors are 
often men who are quite willing to nc- 
quiesco in anything that Tammany 
ooes. 
. . 
The machine is thus in command of 


the power to defeat the will oi its party 
nnd to cheat the people at the polls. It 
is therefore the machine, and not the 
people, who govern New York, who 
choose its olliccrs, and who make its 
laws. If it wants a Jlaynard for judge 
it can nominate him, and if necessary 
count him in. And this shameful state 
of things will continue until civic vir- 
tue revives in the Knipiro stale.

ENCE OF WOMAN'S WORK. 


Girls Abrunil—A Unity 8 u rrrnBl H t—Nov-

A paper road lately by Miss Ada 


1 leather-Bigg before tho British )i 
rioii presented some new confide 
of Iho much debated .topic of woman':* 
work at home. 


To woman's homo work, says Miss 


Heather-Uigg, were attributed by sonic 
persons, and especially by workingmeii, 
such evils as excessive toil, starvation 
wages and unsanitary surrounding;!. 
Tliis assumption was based upon a fun- 
damental misconception. The popular 
impression seemed to ho that women 
were taking a larger share of the world's 
work than heretofore. 
But woman's 


work has not changed in quantity—only 
in character—and not even so much in 
character as supposed. 


As a matter of fact, women of the 


working classes had always been joint 
breadwinners with their husbands. At 
10 time in tho world's history had tho 
man's labor alone sufficed for the main- 
tenance of his wife and children, and as 
an eminent French economist has said, 
"The ideal society in which tho man sup- 
plies all tho wants of his family has never 
existed yet." Moreover, from the begin- 
ning of the middle ages women had 
worked at other industries than those 
that were domestic, sometimes pursuing 
snch industries in their homes, some* 
times outside of them. This truth had 
long been admitted and acted upon in 
France. It was affirmed iu England be- 
fore tho industrial remuneration confer- 
ence. "Not uioro than half the whole 
lumber of working class families," said 
Hiss Sinieox, "aro maintained by the la- 
bor of tho father, assisted only by the 
elder children." 


It had been shown to apply even to the 


United Stales, where, though the total 
"auiily income wag higher than in Eu- 
rope, and the husband's contribution to 
t larger, there were only a few iiidus- 
.ries in which, unaided, he could support 
lis family. 
Even in the bar iron indus- 


-ry one-tenth had to be made up. In 
Belgium it was calculated that the hus- 
jand earned threc-fiftlis and the wife 
wo-fifths. 
Talk about the gradual sub- 


stitution of the woman for the man as 
ire.nl earner was absurd. The woman's 
ehare iu household maintenance WIE no 


iore than it ever was. Tho facts had 
lot altered, but tho conditions of modern 
mlustry enabled us to see what the faeta 
were. In short, a revolution was going 
on, not a substitution. 


Formerly n woman working for her 


family in her home had to pick up fag- 
ots, fetch water, bake bread, spin Has 


id wool, cure, pickle, preserve, chum, 


vasli, knit, etc. Today, at any rate in 
argo cities, tho wife's household work 
neatit only mending, washing, cleaning, 
cooking—caro of children being tho same 
n both cases. Even among workiug- 
nen there were gouio enlightened enough 
o see that the ideal to be aimed at wag 
iot that the man should bo the solo 
ireadwiuner, but that' bread winning 
hould go on under circumstances which 
hould Bocuro the most comfortable life 
or tho men, women and children of tho 
auiily; which should permit tho fullest 
evclopmcnt of all powers, and openly 
tbstituto economic co-operatiou on tho 


•wrt of tho wife for economic dcpend- 
nce.—London Queen.
